Phone Message Indicates 

Convicted Ex-City Clerk 

| Is “Somewhere on High- 
way” in Georgia. 


Walter Taylor Friday night was 
believed to be on his way to Atlanta 
by motor, somewhere on the highway 
between Adel, Ga., and this city. Tay- 
lor called Sheriff James I. Lowry’s 
office Friday afternoon and said, “I 
have just gotten your message and 
will be in in the morning.” 

The former city clerk, expected by 
the sheriff's office all day Friday, will 
surrender to start a 12-month chain 
gang sentence on city graft charges, 
courthouse officials believed. No 
move has been made by Taylor to ap- 
peal to the federal supreme court, his 
last hope, lawyers say, in escaping the 
sentence of Fulton superior court. 

Answering a telegram sent to south 
Georgia by Sheriff Lowry Thursday, 
Taylor telephoned late Friday after- 
noon that he will arrive in Atlanta 
this morning and will surrender. 

The telephone call came at 4:30 
o'clock and was received by Chief 
Deputy Claude Register. 

The call was traced and found te 
havé been placed at Adel. 
rell, Constitution staff correspondent, 


covering the Poole trial, found that 
the cail was placed in a drug store 
by Taylor and that he then left im- 
mediately, headed northward. 

The sheriff's office here was puz- 
zled Friday night as to just why 
Taylor, reported to have left a tour- 
ist Camp near Valdosta at 5 o'clock 
Friday morning, had reached a point 
no further north than Adel.

Geneva Conference Bears 
First Fruit in Resump- 
tion of Negotiations. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 12.— 
(?)—The world disarmament confer- 
ence bore its first fruit today with 
the resumption of direct negotiations be- 
tween the French and Italian delega- 
tions to settle their naval differences. } 

It was firmly believed that confer- 
ences now being held would lead to 
an extension of the London naval 
treaty in 1930 and provide a basis 
for further disarmament of all pow- 
ers on the ‘seas, 

French Minister of War Andre Tar- 
dieu and Foreign Minister Dino Gandi, 
of Italy, have already met to discuss 
the subject and their conversations are 
being followed up by the French and 
Italian naval experts, Rene Massigli 
and Augusto Rosso. - . 

The negotiations are being conduct- 
ed on the basis of the abortive agree- 
ment among I , France and Great 
Britain on March 1, 1930. The prin- 
cipal point to be workéd out is the 
replacement of ships becoming obsolete 
—g point which wrecked the 1930 
treaty. 

The French, who have a proportion- 
ately large number of ships-that will 
soon become overaged, have maintain- 
ed their right to replace them and 
the Italians, whose navy is relatively 
more modefn, bave contested this 
stand. 

The conference is following the ne- 
gotiations with interest inasmuch 
as the Franco-lItalian naval dispute 
has been one of the most difficult 
problems in disarmament and because 
they may lead to an agreement be- 
tween the two. powers to reduce their 
land and air forces as well.

ministers of Spain, Czechoslovakia and 
Denmark outlining their country’s sug- 
gestions for limitation and reduction.

Cohen’s Letter. 


Major Cohen’s letter to Governor 
Roosevelt follows: 

“Governor Franklin D, Roosevelt, 
“State Capitol, ‘ 
“Albany, N. Y. 

“My dear Governor: I have ®the 
honor to apprise you that a sub- 
committee of the Georgia State demo- 
cratic executive committee, acting un- 
der duly granted .authority, has fixed 
March 23, next, as the date of the 
democratic presidential primary in 
this state, and also has prescribed 
rules and regulations therefor. 


“Permit me to direct your atten- 
tron particularly to that clause of the

“Since you have already authorized 
the use of your name in this capacity 
on the democratic ballot in the forth- 
coming primary in North Dakota, your 
Georgia friends and neighbors feel 
that you cannot do less than this in 
a state which is half yours by adop- 
tion and wholly yours in the esteém 
and affection of its people. They, 
therefore, confidently await your re- 
ply, and request the privilege of pay- 
ing your entrance fee. ° 

“The developments of these pre-con- 
vention months, and particularly those 
of recent date, have served to redouble 
the loyalty of your hosts of supporters 
in Georgia and to make still surer 
their belief that you will lead the 
democratic party in 1982 to a great 
victory and a great service.

I gratefully 
accept the suggestion of my Georgia 
friends and neighbors that I authorize 
the use of my name on the democratic 
ballot in this primary. 

“TI do not need to assure you or the 
people of Georgia of my deep personal 
affection for what I consider ‘my 
other state.’

I am 
especially happy in the knowledge that 
this affectionate regard is reciprocated.

He says: The greatest 
evils which devastate our civilization 
and at times nearly destroy it, are 
not due in the main either to the 
wickedness or the evil intentions of 
men; nor the lack of knowledge in

“Those evils are due to the failure 
to our social relationships knowledge 
which is of practical universal poses- 
sion, often self-evident in the facts of 
daily life and experience and to derive 
from that already available knowledge 
the relevant social truth. We disre- 
gard knowledge which we possess, 
though we are unaware of that disre- 
gard. We do not desire to create so- 
cial or economic evils, to impose in- 
justice and bring about war, but we 
apply policies in which those results 
are inherent because we fail to see 
the implications of those policies. 
“Those unperceived implications are 
the unseen assassins of our peace and 
welfare. Yet they would be quite evi- 
dent to ia ordinary eyesight if it 
had not been artificially distorted or 
rendered defective from entirely pre-

posal, by the so-called dictatorship 
paragraph of article 48 of the con- 
stitution, ‘Dictatorship paragraph’ is 
a very unfortunate term, because this 
part of the constitution does not pro- 
vide for a dictatorship, nor is Ger- 
many under this form, of government 
at present,” said Dr. Kraus. 


“Germany,” said Dr. Pergler, “al- 
ready is almost completely governed 
under a paragraph of the constitution 
stretched beyond its original meaning 
and intent. Jugoslavia is an open 
dictatorship. Pilsudski rules in Po- 
land, and no one will contend that 
Rumania is a democracy. Where is 
there, today, any democracy in cen- 
tral Europe or the Balkans?” 

Dr. Kraus, tracing the growth of 
the Hitler party, said that it aims 
for a dictatorship in the most decided 
sense of the word, “rather like the 
fascistic pattern, except, perhaps, 
more radical than Italian fascism,” 

Approaching his subject from two 
angles, the growing Hitler movement, 
and the meaning of the fact that Ger- 
many is being ruled today without 
any assistance from the reichstag by 
emergency laws which bear the name 
of President Hindenburg, Dr. Kraus 
said that these two movements, oppo- 
site in purpose, have both resulted 
from the same cause—the deplorable 
condition of the German people ‘and 
governmental operations under the 
reichstag. He spoke of the situa- 
fion in Germany as a “dramatic 
struggle between brothers—between. 
two inimical groups in the German 
people, which arise from the same 
facts and support quite different 
aims.” 

Actions of Chancellor Bruening and 
President Hindenburg have been ac- 
companied by painstaking conferences 
with many officials and commktees 
and there is another check on indi- 
vidual powers in the courts, Dr. 
Kraus said. Stressing the power of 
the personality of Hitler, Dr. Kraus 
observed that it is this “‘valuation of 
personality” which is the essential 
difference between national-socialism 
and Marxism. Another’ charac- 
teristic of the Hitler movement is its 
hatred of Jews and the entire pro- 
gram of the national-socialists is per- 
meated by this hatred of the Jewish 
race, he said. ae 

“One sometimes has the impression 
that a state is here trying to form 
within a state,” he said, in describ- 
ing the integral organization of the 
national-socialist party. “The Hit- 
ler movement is the reaction to con- 
ditions which continually grow more 
hopeless in Germany. It has success 
because it promises something differ- 
ent, an improvement. Therefore, this 
movement is one — is primarily 

rted by youth.”

You ask if there is any truth to the 
statement that if other world powers 
do not disarm, Germany will again 
arm herself, and you want to know 
where the money will come from if 
Germany already is not able to pay 
what she owes?

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12—(7)— 
Naming Abraham Lincoln as_ the 
greatest American since Washington 
—a preserver of the nation’s solidar- 
ity in its P site of - greatest stress— 
President Hoover tonight led in a na- 
‘tional tribute to the gaunt Civil War 
president. 

He spoke from the Lincoln study in 
the White House, the room in which 
Lincoln fought his part of the north- 
south conflict. Contrasting it with 
the present “fight upon a hundred 
fronts” against less tangible economic 
fortes, the ‘president called for war- 
time unity and predicted another na- 
tional triumph. 


While the chief executive was 
broadcasting his address to the Lin- 
coln Day dinner of the National Re- 
publican Club in New York, other ad- 
ministration leaders appeared in _ per- 
son before a score of similar gather- 
ings throughout the country. 


Earlier, words in praise of Lincoln 
had rung through both the senate and 
the house. Ceremonies were held, 
also, at the huge marble-pillared monu- 
ment to his memory here. 

_ Tribute to the ideals of the repub- 
lican party was paid by Mr. Hoover 
as part of his eulogy of Lincoln. He 
said its “traditions and tenets . are 


a to all those who adhere to 


The nation at present, the president 
said, in a period of stress which 
history will record as one of the most 
difficult since Lincoln's time. In the 
fight against forces invisible “‘yet po- 
tent in their powers of destruction,” 
he said, there is required thé unity 
of strength and the “sense of devotion 
as in war.” 

A parallel between Abraham Lin- 
coln in 1864 and Herbert Hoover in 
1932 was drawn tonight by the high 
and low in republican ranks as they 
joined in tribute to both presidents. 

Many took occassion during their 
speeches in the Lincoln Day dinner 
addresses here and over the nation 
to assert that Hoover, like Lincoln, 
would be returned to the White House. 

Festivities centered in Washington 
at the National Capital Republican 
Club, where speakers alternately flay- 
ed the democrats and praised their 
own party’s position, pointing out the 
thingy they considered its accomplish- 
ments. 

Likewise they called attention to 
the crisis faced by Lincoln in Civil 
War days and compared them with 
the’ problems that have arisen during 
Mr. Hoover’s term, contending the so- 
lutions advanced by each were sound.

The passing of Stresemann was a 
great blow to the foreign relations of 
Germany, Dr. Kraus said, “The world 
had confidence in Stresemann.”

“Cancellation of debts? You know the 
attitude of France on that.

Europe can never depend upon hav- 
ing permanent peace until there isa 
reconciliation between Germany and 
France, because there has been enmity 
between the two nations for more 
than 1,000 years arising from the bat- 
tle over the Rhine, he said. ° 


Illustrative of business conditions 
in Germany, Dr. Kraus cited the fol- 
lowing drops in sales from 1930 to 
1931: Tobacco, 27.2 per cent; cigar- 
ets, 25.8 per cent; cigars, 18.5 per 
cent; tea, 12 per cent, and beer, 14.3 
per cent, ““The Germans do not smoke 
very much any more—they cannot af- 
ford to,” he said. “The suicide rate 
and the death rate have gone up, and 
the government is spending 3,000,000,- 
000 marks each year for doles. In 
spite of the hopelessness of the situa- 
tion, the students in our universities 
are just as enthusiastic as ever. The 
patience of Germany is amazing.” 

Mrs. Harris S :. 

Julia Collier Harris, who recently 
spent several months in Germany, 
gave an intimate picture of life in 
Germany today, although, she explain- 
ed, conditions change rapidly from 
day to day and week t& week. Mrs. 
Harris complimented the Germans as 
a people who gave them a “friendly, 
warm reception—a people more like 
ourselves than others in Europe.” 
Their entertainment at the hands of 
the Germans was something like the 
hospitality of the south, she said. 

Mrs. Harris expressed herself as 
struck by the patience and self-dis- 
cipline of the German people in spite 
of the fact that Berlin is the strong- 
est communist city next to Moscow. 
The communists could poll at Jeast 
1,000,000 votes today, according to 
estimates, she said. 

Ninety per cent of the women in 
Germany vote in elections, a strong 
lesson to American women, Mrs. Har- 
ris said. Women take part in many 
of the functions of the government, 
including police jobs, positions in the 
reichstag and other governmental 
posts, she said. Mrs. Harris found no 
evidences of extravagance in German 
home life. 

Amendments Discussed. 


In -a round-table on proposed con- 
stitutional amendments to be~ voted 
on. by Georgians next November, Dr. 
E. H. Johnson, of Emory, explained 
the significance of the amendments 
and put four to a vote. The amend- 
ment creating a new senatorial dis- 
trict drew a negative vote, but ap- 
proval was expressed of amendments 
providing for classification of intangi- 
bles for taxation, inauguration of 
the governor in January and voting 
on payment of poll tax alone. 

“Tt’s a small world, after all,” 
agreed Dr. Pergler and Dr. Calvin 
Hoover, of Duke University, who spoke 
Thursday night on Russia, when they 
became acquainted Friday at lunch- 
eon. 

Dr. Hoover recalled to Dr. Pergler 
the incident of a college student, mak- 
ing his way through school, selling a 
state map to Dr. Pergler in Crisco, 
Iowa, in 1916.

Pergler Optimistic. 


Dr. Pergler, addressing the insti- 
tute Friday morning at the university 
auditorium, expressed optimism for 
the future of democracy in Europe, 
basing his faith on rising public senti- 
ment. “Many of us believed sincere- 
ly that the~ World War was fought 
to make the world safe for democ- 
racy,” he said. “If we glance today 
at the continent of Europe, we see 
that its major portion is studded by 
dictatorships, open and disguised. We 
in Czecho-Slovakia have .won national 
independence, but not political liberty. 
Since the establishment of the republic 
Czecho-Slovakia has been and is in 
the grip of an oligarchy of executive 
committees. My own people have been 
under the spell of a legend as to who 
liberated them.” 

Dr. Pergler, in charging “sordid in- 
trigue” in the nomination of candi- 
dates in Czecho-Slovakia, said that 
“certain city bosses of the United 
States, did they understand this 
scheme for political putrification, 
would be green with envy.”

Then we went to a 
filling station and got the tank filled 
with gasoline, bought a quantity of 
anti-freeze mixture and tightened the 
brakes on our car. From there we 
drove out South Boulevard to Gaines’ 
sister's home, where we stopped a min- 
ute or two while he got a pair of 
gloves. Then we headed southward. 


Stopped for Gasoline. 


“When we got near Wesleyan Col- 
lege just north of Macon, we stopped 
for some more gasoline. We did not 
stop again until we were some dis- 
tance farther south. Though I have 
been through the state many times 
going to and from Florida, I do not 
now the names of all of the cities 
and I ‘do not know where we were 
when we picked up the two soldiers. 


“When the two soldiers hailed us 
I did not want to pick them up, but 
Gaines did and we stopped the efr. 


“After they got in Gaines got to 

talking to them. At first I thought 
they were school boys but when they 
got in the car I heard them tell Gaines 
that they were from Fort Benning and 
I knew then that they were soldiers 
of the regular army. 
“I did not know what they were 
doing on the highway and it seemed 
funny to me that they were out hitch- 
hiking. I realized that they might be 
deserting the servicé I determined 
then that we could not take a chance 
on them.” 


Got Rid of Soldiers. 


“So when we pulled into the filling 
station I told Gaines to go around 
in back as I wanted to have a talk 
with him. When we got around to 
the erear I explained to him about 
feeling that the soldiers might be de- 
serters and that we ought to get rid 
of them. He agreed but it was em- 
barrassing to tell them to get out. 
Anyway when we reached the town 
with the signal lights and stopped 
Gaines reached back and opened the 
door and the two men got out. 
“They left the car without saying 
a word to me and as far as I know 
not a word passed between them and 
Gaines. 

“The next stop was whe we ran 
off the pavement. I was driving 
along when. we encounetred a heavy 
truck. JI think it might have been 
an orange truck. I do not know. Any- 
way, the driver was taking the cen- 
ter of the road and I had to go over | 
to the extreme right to let him pass. 
As I did the car got off the pave- 
ment and inte the soft dirt ou the 
side of the road. The rear wheel 
began to spin and I knew the more it 
spun the harder it would be for me to 
get back on the pavement again. Then 
Gaines got out and with the assistance 
of one or two fellows who came along 
we got the car out again. Then we 
‘went on southward. 


to go to my room to prepare for 
duty on the morning watch. Mr: Poole 
had Jeft his uniform at my place and 
we planned to change clothes there, 
return there in the morning and 
change to our civilian clothing again 
for the trip to Jacksonville. 
Started for Jacksonville, 

‘We mad@e the return trip to my 
room in the Linedin and from the 
room went to the police station in 
it. When he got to the police station 
we put it in a parking lot, got into 
our police radio car and for the next 
eight hours were on duty. 

“About 2 o’clock Mr. Poole sent a 
telegram to a friend, Officer Lee, at 


Jacksonville, telling him that we were, 


leaving as soon as we got off of duty 
and would see him that night at the 
Seminole hotel. 

“After we finished our work we 
again went back to our room where 
we changed to our civilian clothes and 
started on our trip. = 

“We drove to a filling station on 
Forrest avenue and got some gasoline 
and then headed out South Boulevard, 
planning to stop at the home of my 
sister, who lives beyond Lakewood 
Heights, to get a pair of gloves as 
the morning was bitterly cold. 

“We stopped at the sister's house, 
got the gloves, get on the Macon “> 
way and headed southward. We did 
not make another stop until we got 
within two or three miles of Macon, 
when we puiied into a filling station 
to replenish our gasoline supply. 

Picked Up. Soldiers. 

“Then we drove on southward at 
steady but not fast speed until we 
went through several towns, at the 
outskirts of one being hailed down 
by two soldier boys. I cautioned Doug 
against picking up these fellows but 
he did anyhow. After they got into 
the car we found out they were regu- 
lar army men from Fort Benning but 
we tontinued to carry them, The state- 
ment of one of them that we offered 
them liquor and that we took a drink 
while they were in the car is untrue. 
We did not have any liquor in the 
car. We did not take a drink either 
on the trip or prior to leaving At- 
lanta, 

“A little way farther down the 
road we stopped to get some more 
gasoline and Mr. Poole and I got out 
of the car and went around the filling 


in the rear. In our talk we said that 
we didn’t know anything about these 
soldiers and for all that we knew we 
might be helping two men to desert 
the service. We decided to get rid 
of them but we did not know how 
to do so. We did not want to em- 
barrass them but we were determined 
that we could not carry them much 
farth@. ' 
Soldiers Leave Car. 

“Well, a little while later we came 
to a town that had signal lights on 
the main crossing and when we 
reached the first it was red. As we 
pulled up and stopped and waited for 
the signal to go on, I reached back 
and opened the rear door and the two 
soldiers who had been sitting on the 
back seat got out without saying a 


“When we got on past the town I 
was driving along at a fair rate of) 
speed when suddenly I saw the| 
i Chevrolet speeding into a Ford car) 
which was just ahead of us then. I 
saw that the Chevrolet was certain 
to strike the Ford so I threw my 
car into second.and darted over to 
the right side of the road. When I 
got over there I jerked it to the left 
again. Just then the Chevrolet side- 
swiped the Ford and overturned it 
and come plunging on into the Lin- 
coln. That's all I know about ”® it. 
The next thing I knew was when I 
woke up in the hospital here at Adel. 
“Now, gentlemen, there is only one 
thing I want to tell you. That from 
the time I first saw Gaines on that 
Saturday night until now neither of 
us have had a drink. Gaines and I 
were in constant company all that 
Saturday night and all day Sunday 
and have been in constant company 
since except the time we have been 
separated in the county jail at Val- 
dosta. All of those things told by 
the soldiers and by the other wit- 
nesses are not true. We did not have, 
a drink and there was no liquor in| 
the car. I thank you.” |

“Dying Declaration” Entered. 

Prior to putting Gaines on the 
stand the defense scored its major vic- 
tory of the trial when, after much 
argument, Judge Smith permitted the 
“dying declaration” of Miss Patter- 
son to go in the record and paved 
the way for resting its case through 
the testimony of Cecil Burdett, of 
Moultrie, and Walter Thompson, of 
Adel. 

The “dying declaration” of Miss 
Patterson was offered through the tes- 
timony of Miss Ethel Henderson, a 
nurse, who waited on the injured 
young woman when she was bronght 
to the Little-Griffin hospital at Val- 
dosta after the accident. 

Miss Henderson testified that she 
was a graduate nurse and was called 
to Miss Patterson’s bedside on _the 
night she was bronght to the hospital, 
remaining with her throughont the 
night and until 2 o'clock the follow- 
ing afternoon. 

“Miss Patterson told me she had 
not seen Miss Cannon for six years 
prior to the day of the accident and

larger cities. of a  back-to-the-farm 
movement: and the re-establishment 
of individual credit. with co-operation 
among every citr, town and village 
in the state. 

Georgia Is “Land of Plenty.” 

At the noon dinner served at the 
Chamber of Commerce Friday it was 
amply demonstrated that Georgia is a 
self-sustaining land of plenty, Wwhere- 
in its citizens are assured such a yva- 
riety of products that to ignore the 
“live-at-home” principle constitutes a 
gross extravagance. 

Attending the widespread gesture of 
native resources of the state were 
mayors, presidents of chambers of 
¢«ommerce, business leaders and edi- 
tors from all over Georgia, and the 
exhibition of home-grown and home- 
preserved Georgia products was so 
great that it overflowed local facili- 
ties of display. 

Governor Russell, chief speaker at 
the first of a series of “live-at-home” 
meetings held Fri@ay, struck the key- 
note of the movement when he ex- 
horted Georgians to reduce the size 
of the state’s annual imports and to 
depend to a larger degree on the prod- 
ucts of this state for existence and 
material profit. , 

In this recommendation the gov- 
ernor set forth three specific sugges- 
tions—that Georgians increase the 
production of crops and other com- 
modities which they naturally con: 
sume; that the development of nat- 
ural resqurees of the state be expand- 
ed, especially those of the forests and 
of the state's great deposits of native 
valuable minerals. The third, and 
perhaps most important suggestion. 
the governor said, was for the estab- 
lishment of up-to-date marketing fa- 
cilities which will take care of the 
products raised on Georgia farms. 

_ Governor Russell delivered the prin- 

cipal speech at a forenoon session at 
which were gathered approximately 
250 visitors representing every section 
of the state and virtually all classes 
of professional and business life. At 
a luncheon meeting—which assumed 
the Gargantuan proportions of a Ro- 
man feast and which was labeled a/| 
“Forward Georgia” dinner—the speak- 
ers were served with nearly 25 dif. 
ferent dishes representing the variet 
of products grown in Georgia ge 
At the noon dinner Judge R. C, Bell, 
of Grady courlty, member of the state 
court of appeals, acted as toastmaster. 
and addresses were confined to brief 
remarks by a number of speakers, all 
of whom recommended the “live-at- 
home” plan, not only for the rural 
citizenry of the state but for urban 
dwellers as well. :

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Campbell Rides Bicycle, 
Takes Walks To Pass 
Hours Away. 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 12. 
(UP)—Sir Malcolm Campbell, Brit- 
ish world’s automobile s champion, 
today began again the narve-wracking 
wait for favorable conditions and a 
new assault against time 

Although freed from its crate in a 
box car just two days ago, the Blue- 
bird II, which produced an officially 
recognized speed of 245.77 miles per 
hour last year, is ready for the test. 
| Already so many last finishing 
touches have been completed on the 


low-sinng racing car that flicking | 


dust from its polished nickel has no 
meaning and no result. 


Since the successful trials last year 
the car's nose has been given a little 
sharper point. The steering gear has 
been altered slightly.

RIDES BICYCLE. 


So, with the machine in readiness, 
Sir .

It does not constitute movement 
about a tennis court or golf course.

SCIENTIST BUILDS 
TWO-TON SCALES 
TO WEIGH ATOMS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—(@)—A 
precision mass spectrograph, a two-ton 
scales by which physicists weigh in- 
dividual atoms, was announced today 


by the American Institute of Physics. 

The scales, which figuratively “tilt” 
under the weight of one sextillionth 
of an ounce, were built by Dr. Ken- 
neth T. Bainbridge, of the Bartol 
Foundation, at Swarthmore, Pa. 

Atoms are weighed to discover their 
lost “packing fractions.” This frac- 
tion is a tiny loss in weight, some- 
thing missing from atomic centers, or 
nuclei, It is believed to be energy 
which escaped during creation of the 
atoms, 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan’ believes that 
a cosmic ray is one of these-lost pack- 
ing fractions, which goes shooting 
across space at-the speed of light.

for submission of grievances under 
Article XV ef the League covenant. 

The 12 neutral members of the 
council, in a secret, protracted ses- 
sion, decided they would not convene 
the ‘assembly on. their own. responsi- 
bility but would hold a plenary meet- 
ing Monday or Tuesday when it will 
be decided whether the Chinese dele- 
gation or the council itself will take 
the initiative. 

Dr. Yen's move placed the council 
in a painful dilemma, for if it- decides 
to summon the assembly of its own 
volition it is generally believed in in- 
formed circles that Japan would with- 
draw from the League forthwith. 

An extraordinary convoction of the 
assembly, the second in its history, 
was believed to be almost inevitable 
by informed persons, but it was not 
believed the.council would assume the 
responsibility because the neutral 
members unre anxious to avoid any of- 
fense to Japan.

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NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(/)— 
The world disarmament conference, 
in session dbout two @reeks now, 
has produced two high points. 
First came the French strategic 
move of proposing a mailed fist 
for the League of Nations; and 
then came the surprising new 
Maxim Litvinoff. 

This new Litvinoff is surprising 
indeed. The Russian commissar 
for foreign affairs always has been 
looked at in askance in Geneva. 
He has borne a bad-boy reputation 
among the representatives of the 
capitalistic states, for he had a 
way of lecturing, of being doc- 
trinaire, of saying bluntly that the 
way to disarm was to disarm with 
no stipulations about it and no 
hedging. In the past there has been 
no conciliation about him. 

The cables have brought. untold 
quantities of words to America 
about the doings of this greatest 
disarmament conference of all time, 
and a fair share of them have con- 
cerned the new Litvinoff and the 
excellent impression he has made. 


oa 


In past international parleys 
the Russian has been accused of 
advancing his “total and general 
disarmament” scheme somewhat in 
the spirit of the schoolboy who 
plugs a paper wad at teacher and 
then looks nobly innocent. His 
critics have said he’ knew very well 
the proposal never wajild be accept- 
ed, and that he sought to traduce 
the dignity and sincerity of his 
fellow diplomats by saying, “Let us 
disarm,” thereby appearing noble. 

This year the shoe is on the 
other foot. M. Andre Tardieu, 
French minister of war and head 
of his nation's delegation to the 
conference, upset the program at 
the outset by presenting France's 
suggestion that the lJeague be 
equipped with a strong armed force, 
contributed to by the powers. 
France would be first to drop her 
contribution in the hat, said Min- 
ister Tardieu. 

And the critics, shifting their 
shafts from the Russian to the 
Frenchman, averred here was an- 
other case of seeking credit for a 
suggestion impossible to be carried 
out. 


While M. Litvinoff assures his 
colleagues that Russia, still stand- 
ing for total disarmament, is will- 
ing to negotiate—while he empha- 
sizes his determination to achieve 
some advance in handling the arms 
problem, even though the ideal is 
not reached—the newspapers back 
home in Russia continue to look at 
Geneva in the light of the events 
that are taking place in China. 

Whatever effect may finally be 
exerted on the Geneva meeting by 
the Shanghai affair, one thing al- 
ready is apparent. It has inter- 
fered with the disaramament con- 
ference’s publicity. Your newspa- 
per will contain just so many col- 
umns of news. And when it is a 
question of presenting the arms 
views of a minor power, or the 
(details of the massing of troops at 
Shanghai and Woosung, the troops 
win out. 


The great powers already have 
presented their programs at Ge- 
neva, and in them there are many 
points of agreement. Thus: 

There is strong demand for abo- 
lition, or at least reduction in sine, 
of capital ships, large aircraft car- 
riers, submarines and heavy artil- 
lery. And there is agreement that 
lethal gases should be done away 
with, as well as all forms of bac 
teriological warfare. 

Russia, Italy and Germany have 
made strong calls for disarmament, 
each basing its position on the the- 
ory that without disarmament 
there can be no security. But 
France, upheld by Belgium, Po- 
land andthe other lesser nations 
responsive to her, sticks to her 
thesia of security before disarme- 
ment. Great Britain, holding that 
security depends on reduction in 
armaments, would place a limiting 
line. Japan calls for “disarma- 
ment without impairing national 
safety.” The United States pleased 
the powers by reversing itself and 
coming out for budgetary restric. 
tions on expenditures for war pur- 
poses.

Despite the tremendous slump in 
business activity, bankruptcies have 
been only slightly more numerous 
than in eras of comparative prosper- 
ity. 


firms in Great Britain and Ireland 
went into the hands of receivers. The 
preceding year, which was far more 
favorable for business, saw 4,568 en- 
terprises bankrupt. In Scotland and 
Ireland there were actually fewer such 
failures last year than in 1930. 

British conservatism in business has 
come in for much criticism in recent 
years, yet it has saved hundreds of 
thousands of enterprises from going to 
the wall in the present crisis. : 

The severity of the test to which 

s conservatism is being put is re- 
vealed by the fact that bank clearings 
dropped 30.8 per cent during the last 

uarter of 1951 and 16.8 per cent for 

931 as a whole, reflecting a serious 
decline in business activity. The clear-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—@)— 
Widely but thinly spread manufac- 
tures sales tax for hundreds of in- 
dustries is being considered by the 
house Ways and means committee as 
one of the most important sources of 
‘revenue for the new tax bill. 
“Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
the democratic leader and chairman of 
the ways and means subcommittee 
studying the sales tax proposal, today 
said the tax appeared the most feasible 
if it could be properly applied and 
collected. He said it was preferred 
by American industry generally to 
fieavy taxes on a few big industries. 

Rainey held it would be necessary 
to levy some sort of sales tax in or- 
‘der to obtain the $1,241,000,000 nec- 
essary to balance the federal budget 


in 1983. 

The tax would not apply to food- 
stuffs, medicines or clothing, except 
possibly furs and similar clothing, 
which could be classified as luxuries. 
Imported articles, including gasoline, 
would be compelled to bear the same 
rate of taxes, probably one or two 
per cent, as damestic products. 

The proposed levy is a modified 
form of the Canadian manufactures 
sales tax system. 

“The theory we are working on,” 
he said, “is to levy the tax on the 
finished product as it leaves the last 
manufacturer and is ready for con- 
sumption. It would be kept away 
from tthe consumer and would not be 
imposed by the retailer.” 

Rainey explained that while auto- 
mobiles, radios and similar articles 
would be taxed under the plan, the 
levy would not be as much as if taxes 
were levied individually on five or six 
big industries. 

The bill would be so drafted that 
in the-event an industry became weak- 
er for any cause, congress would re- 
move its tax without’revising the reve- 
nue structure. ~ 

Rainey said until it was definitely 
decided how much additional revenue 
could be obtained from a gift tax, in- 
creased individual and corporate in- 
come taxes and the rearrangement of
